PITTSBURGH, Pa.,Nov B.J.— The senate 


subcommittee investigating Pinkerton- 
ism and the Homestead strike resumed 
at tho Hotel Duquesne at 11 o'clock 
yesterday. 


Cnpt W. B. Kogers told the familiar 


otory of the voyage of the Little Bill 
on tho morning of July 0. 


Ex-President Weihe of the Amalga- 


mated association described the range 
of wages of tho Homestead mill men, 
placing the average at SI 00 per day. 
He explained the association method of 
holding conferences, nncl said concilia- 
tion was always practiced when possi- 
ble. 


"I think" said Mr. Weihe, "that tho 


Carnegie company could easily have 
paid the oltl wages to the iren affected 
by tho reduction and be largely ahead 
to-day. The reduction affected four 
departments, about 300 men, or less 
than one-tenth of the whole number. 


"Most 
of our labor troubles are 


caused 
by 
foreigners who cannot 


speak the Erfglish language and are 
unacquainted with American ideas anc! 
who cannot be taught the highest 
duties of American 
citizenship, 


think the general government shoulc 
take prompt measures to stop unre- 
stricted immigration. 
The labor or- 


ganisations would sustain any party 
in enacting a law to remedy this evil. 
There was no necessity for the employ- 
ment of armed guards at Homestead.1' 


William G. Roberts, ex-vice-prosidenl 


of the Amalgamated association anc 
a prominent member of the advisory 
committee of Homestead, did not ap- 
prove of the action of July 0. The men 
thought the reduction was intended to 
force a strike, and looked upon the 
employment of Pinkerton men as an 
unfair way of enforcing submission. 
The Carncgio company has a "black 
list," and does refuse to employ men 


ho took part in the strike. Hatred 
or the Pinkertons caused the trouble 
m July 0, but the faet that tlio Work- 
men don't share adequately in tho 
irofits of the big concern is what 
auses the reckless spirit. 
"Compulsory arbiliation established 


iy the government, the board having 
nil power to enforce its decisions, is 
ho best method of adjusting wage dis- 
tutes.

distance around. When an entrance 
was effected to the room a horrible 
sight met the eyes of those who rushed 
in 
Mrs. Panlhans was lying on the 


floor, blood streaming from her face, 
throat and arms, while her husband 
was endeavoring to smother flames 
with an article of clothing 


On examination by physicians it was 


found that Mrs. Paulhaus was in- 
sensible and that her nose had been 
almost completely severed from her 
face, and on many places about the 
face and throat the skin had been 
clipped 
oft as If by a knife. 
A 


thorough examination revealed 
the 


fact that the young lady was badly in- 
jured about the abdomen. 
The young 


husband, while more fortunate, had 
his hand horribly burned and received 
several splinters about his face. His 
condition is not thought to be serious. 


Since arriving here the couple have 


been engaged in making torpedoes and 
red-fire and were engaged in making 
the former when the explosion oc- 
curred.

SEATTLE, vVash., Nov. as.—All dan- 


jer from floods has passed and most of 
the railroads have resumed running 
regular trains, thou 'H many have to 
make transfers at . 
-washouts and 


landslides. The Seat ' i '& Northern 
trouble will not be repaired for several 
days, the break being worse than at 
first supposed. The Evoret & Monte 
Cristo railroad is in such bad shape 
that repairs will not be completed for 
sixty days. 
The Seattle & Montana 


began running north Wednesday, mak- 
ing several transfers, but the trans- 
continental Tine of tho Great Northern 
is^in bad condition on both sides of the 
Cascades, and there is danger of the 
line not being completed this winter, a 
number of bridges and grades being 
washed out along the Wenatchee river 
and Icicle creek. 


The floods, while giving employment 


to many idle men, have led to some- 
what of a famine in beef and milk. 
Besides the delay in shipping products, 
much stock has been drowned. Tho 
muddy waters of tho sound have com- 
pletely stopped the profitable salmon 
fisheries for a time. 


Over two tons of registered mail alone 


came in Wednesday from the east and 
Bouth. All mail trains began moving 
Wednesday for the first time since the 
Storm began 


A remarkable 
landslide occurred 


Wednesday on the Tacoma & Steila- 
coom railway. The breaking away of 
a high embankment revealed several 
hundred dollars in S20 gold pieces. 
Several men in the vicinity quickly 
gathered up the coins, and the news of 
the find soon spread. The money is 
supposed to have been buried there 
some years ago by John Lock, a pros- 
perous brewer of Steilacoom, who was 
believed to be wealthy, but as he was 
not known to have any relatives, it 
was somewhat of a mystery at the 
time of his death where his money 
went, and the discovery of Wednesday 
may lead to its recovery Further 
search will likely be instituted.

The Collection for the Relief of the 


Deserving Poor of the 


City: 


Most of the Thankegiving festivals of 


old time were held directly after harvest 
of the year. The time of tbe English 
Harvest Home was at the full of the 
September moon. Our American Thanks- 
giving occurs in November. The idea 
was 'derived, without doubt, from the 
aborigines. Tbe Indians weve wont to 
hold a festal day at the corresponding 
season of the year. When the mild days 
came, the last days bef. to the lone, cold 
winter sets in, which Americans term, in 
honor of the 
aborigines, the Indian 


summer, forest men lit great flree.roastfd 
the carcasses of deer and boar, boiled 
corn, stewed pumpkin and made a great 
feast, of which both women and warriors 
partook. 


When we RO back to the sixteenth 


century, it ia found to be filled up with 
fruits and thanksgivings, especially dur- 
ing the time of Queen Elizabeth. Under 
that gay and pageant loving sovereign, 
it was expressly ordered that on Thanks- 
giving days no service labor should be 
performed, and severe penalties were at- 
tached to tbe violation of this order. It 
was natural enough, therefore, that the 
early settlers in this country should 
bring with them a traditional respect for 
days of thanksgiving. 


The usual Thanksgiving services were 


h>ld in Deoatur yesterday at 11 a. m. at 
the First Presbyterian church in the 
presence ot an audience of fair size. The 
weather was com pa rut a lively pleasant. 
Tbe services did cot oonolned until abont

The topic wns "The True Dis- 


coverer, or the Secret of Progress," under 
the heads "God's Word an Unquenchable 
Light." "Government without God a 
Failure," "America's Opportunity," "The 
True Discoverer," "Dangers to be Con- 
fronted" and "The Dnty of the Hour. 
The closing portion of the sermon was as 
follows: 


DAKQBBS TO BE CONFRONTED. 


In the glow and rejoicing ot onr 


matchless prosperity, I fear that we do 
not stop to consider the dangers that 
inrk in the way. We will find on exam- 
ination that the rooks upon which the 
Jewish and other nations split are in the 
stream of our national life. 
"With the 


increase of their wealth they multiplied 
their idols," and there came a consequent 
loss of faith and lowering of the standard 
of morals among the people. They gave 
loose rein to passion, and physical and 
intellectual decay followed. 
They held 


to tbe letter of the law for the most part, 
but neglected the spirit. 
Jesus likened 


such to whitened sepnlohers. 
t 


Grave questions confront ns. Let mi 


suggest that you make a careful study ot 
our public school system. Ton will find 
its most bitter enemy in Borne, and will 
be ntnazed at her arrogance and incon- 
sistency. First declaring them secta- 
rian because the Bible was rend at the 
opening ot the morning session, and 
then as soon as this exercise is prohib- 
ited, turning her coat and calling them 
godless. Take a look at Sabbath dese- 
cration and kindred evils—tbe saloon 
element and influence, lackot respect or, 
God's law and God's day, lax morals and 
lax religious notions, caste and class dis- 
tinctions that are beginning to make 
themselves felt so unpleasantly; and 
then the home, the chief oorcer stone of 
our nation, needs your attention, These, 
one and all, noetl onr carefol, prayerful 
and .conscientious consideration. 
Let 


tbe light of God's word full upon these 
things, and the darkness of evil will See 
before it. The duty of the hour demands 
that we at once ally ourselves to what- 
ever pledges unceasing warfare to oar 
hydra headed foe. We need to at once 
strike hands with some mighty evangel- 
izing force, before the blight of sin 
shall have destroyed all life, and as we 
all hope for the fruition of God's rich 
promises on this, onr native soil. If 
we fail to measure up to our opportunity 
"the kingdom ot God will be taken from 
ns and given to a nation bringing forth 
the fruits thereof." 


Our way has not been an unclouded 


path ot light nor will it be, but God 
reigns, and we measuring up to onr di- 
vinest privilege, may make the future 
brighter than all the past. 
Burdens 


have been ours arid yet must be, bat 
there is a divine law ot compensation, 
and as the sweat of a man's brow gives 
him right to the bread this world, ao 
the travail of the soul gives nght to the 
tree of life. Beward follows labor; free- 
dom follows oppression;daylight succeeds 
darkness; autumns cooling breezes sum- 
mer's scorching sun; spring time's bud 
and blossom, the blighting, freezing days 
of winter; the joys of a God given home 
in the promised land; the pain of Egyp. 
tiau servitude and the blackness ot wil- 
derness wanderings. Every reign of ter- 
ror, prosecution, bigotry, malice and 
blind superstition is compensated for by 
the light and liberty of the reformation 
sure to follow, until we are led to eay:
